Information regarding the infrastructure of a water system, including but not limited to, the source water adequacy (source, 
treatment, storage, and distribution) or the infrastructure of a wastewater system (including but not limited to the college 
system, means of transport, and treatment) and the ability of the system personnel to implement the requisite technical 
knowledge.

Information regarding the management structure of the water or wastewater system, including but not limited to, ownership 
accountability, staffing and organization (including recruitment and retention of certified operators), and effective external 
linkages.

Information regarding the financial resources of the water or wastewater system, including but not limited to, the revenue 
sufficiency, credit worthiness, and fiscal controls.

If needed, a financial strategy reflecting full lifecycle costs and adequate revenues to ensure the system is sufficiently funded, 
maintained, and replaced over time.

Median income of parish where system is located.  If system is located in more than one parish, use the median income from 
the parish where the most customers of the system reside. 

24 
Population growth of parish where system is located.  If the system is located in more than one parish, use the population 
growth from the parish where the most customers of the system reside. 

25 
Unemployment percentage of area where system is located.  If the system is located in more than one parish, use the 
unemployment percentage from the parish where the most customers of the system reside. 

26 Any executed agreements (engineering, consolidation, etc.) regarding proposed project, if available
